Want to see people get involved 
in animated conversation? Say 
the five letter word, “taxes.” All 
forms of taxation produce the 
same rise in blood pressure, 
clenched whitened knuckles 
furrowed brows and adament 
protests. 


The {0% telephone tax !s the 
largest revenue producer of all 
federal excise taxes, and makes 
it possible for the government to 
continue the genocidal war in 
Indochina. 

In this and other communities 
throughout the U. S. people are 
protesting this tax policy by not 
paying their telephone tax. 


The telephone tax was enacted 
in 1941, to help cover the costs 
of the war effort. In 1966, the 
government was escalating the 
Vietnam War and was in urgent 


need of funds , so they renewed 
the tax bill and raised it to its 
10% figure. Representative 
Wilber Mills has stated that he 
believes “‘ that it is clear that it is 
the Vietnam, operation and only 
the Vietnam operation which 
makes this bill necessary.” 

Currently, there is a Telephone 
War Tax Protest which includes 
not only a lawsuit but a trust 
fund for protestors to deposit 
money that would otherwise go 
to the government. This is the 
first suit of this type to be used as 
protest against the Vietnam War. 
Organizers of the Protest are 
optimistic and feel that the 
courst will listen to this type of 
resistance. 


If the telephone tax is ruled 
illegal, the money in the trust 
fund will be donaied to the 
Northern California Regional 


Office of the American friends 
Service Committee (Quakers), 
the current trustees of the fund. 
If the court decides that the tax 
1s illegal, the money will go to 
the government. 


The lawsuit gives three reasons 
why the tax is unlawful. First, 
Congress’ power of taxation 
cannot be used to require 
taxpayers to support a war when 
no war has been legally 
declared.Secondly, the tax 
forces people to support illegal 
acts by our armed forces 


Fianlly, ievying a telephone tax 
restrains freedom of specch. If a 
person wanted to phone his 
congressman in Washington to 
express opinions on certain 
policies, he would be taxed for 
his right to do so. 








PHONE TAX EVASION: “PROTEST OF PRINCIPLE” 


“Evasion of taxes is a crime, 

however, avoidance of taxes is 
not, ” announced Tim Powers, 
attorney representing the 
American Friends Service 
Committee in a meeting last 
week. 

Lloyed McMurray, nationatty 
known constitutional * lawyer 
was also on hand to explain how 
this is a “protest of Principle.” 
He said that the district courts 
had dismissed the case and that 
the test case has been brought 
before the Ninth Circuit Court 
of Appeals.

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= Theft Leaves Communications Students Empty-Handed

Speech Room 147 was a pretty 
important room for the 
Communications department 
and the thief who made off with 
$1500 worth of audio 
equipment messed up a lot of 
plans for a Jot of people 

That’s right - the good ole’ 
American crime has occured 
again on this campus. This 
incident brings the total to 
$19,000 worth of goods stolen 
from the college since July of 
this year. 

During the weekend somebody 
broke into the office of Paul 
Blaise and John Briggs, the 
Communications department’s 
lab assistants. The thief entered 
the office by shattering the 
window of the classroom that 
adjoins the office. 

The merchandise that was 
stolen had just arrived on 
campus; in fact it was so new 
that the thief had to remove the 
equipment from the packing 
boxes. 

The rundown of the missing 
equipment is as follows: a Sony 
tape-recorder, costing $380; a 
Sony Stereo Microphone mixer, 
$109.95; a Pioneer Solid State 
AM/FM Stereo Receiver, 
$279.95; a Shure undirectional 
Dynamic microphone, $125; a 
Dua! Stereo turntable, $149.95; 
and two speakers, a two-way and 
a three-way, both valued at 
$32.48. 


Now here comes the sad aspect 
of this whole episode: this was 
the equipment that the whole 
Communications department 
depended upon and there are no 
other facilities available to those 
students working on semester 
projects. 


Because such equipment has a 
high theft rate, it is considered 
as a high risk item and the 


insurance rates make it 
prohibitive to have the 
equipment insured. The 


Communication department 
office states that department is 
operating on a very limited 
budget, and they do not know if 
they will be able to replace the 
equipment. 

Blaise does not know what the 
Communications students will 
do now. 

“Il am hoping we can get some 
emergency money.” 

“And also we are going to put 
in an alarm system - a double 
one - one here with the campus 
security and one downtown with 
the city police.” 

Both Blaise and Briggs believe 
the thief was a student; someone 
who knew the equipment was in 
the room and where it was 
stored. If it had been a 
professional thief with a better 
knowledge of the value of the 
room’s equipment, he wi: i'd 
have also taken the Viking 
deck, the 8 mm movie cameras, 


the movie projector, and other 
expensive camera equipment 
stored in the room. 

Briggs stated, “It looks like it 
was somebody with not a too 
great of knowledge of this 
equipment, who wanted to make 
some quick bucks. Sony is very 


easy to get rid of fast.” 


Department chairman, Dr. 
Albert Kowitz, was not available 
for a statement, but the 


department’s secretary, Dorothy 
Benjamin, sadly commented, as 
she typed out the inventory of 
stolen goods, “‘this ‘rip-off’ is a 





real sad the 
department.” 

So for the Communications 
department this holiday season 
won't be too joyful.

State Paid Court Costs 
Set Precedent

In an unprecedented decision 
here, a U.S. District Court Judge 
has ordered California’s Division 
of Highways to pay the litigation 
costs of a Mexican-American 
Organization which successfully 
opposed the construction of a 
northern California freeway. 

Judge Robert F. Peckham 
made it clear that he is awarding 
the fees (in an amount yet to be 
decided) because citizens would 


enforce environmental laws if 
they had to bear the economic 
burden of lawyers’ fees 

“To force private litigants to 
bear their own costs would be...a 
penalty,” said Peckham. “It 
seems somewhat inequitable to 
punish litigants who have 
policied those charged 

If Peckham’s decision stands 
after it is tested in the U:S. 
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Court of Appeals. public interest 
law could follow the model of 
personal injury suits represented 
on the basis of contingent fee. A 
person or group without funds 
could hire top legal 
representatives who would 
collect only if they won, and 
public interest law firms might 
thus become _ self-sustaining 
through payments of 
court-awarded fees 

The far-reaching ruling capped 
the success of La Raza Unida, 


jouned by the Sierra Club. in 
blocking the construction of a 
14-mile section of  8-lane 
freeway which would have 
wiped out housing for 5000 
people in Hayward, California 
and destroyed a botanical garden 
and major parks in two cities 


The Mexican-American 
political action group was

Advocates’ Manager J. Anthony 
Kline said 35 similar cases are 
pending in courts throughout 
the U.S.

Unfortunately, the University’s 
Computer Assisted Registration 
procedures do not now provide 
for checking student eligibility 
to register for courses. State law 
and the terms of our 
accreditation require that we 
determine such eligibility. In an 
attempt to protect our students’ 
rights to first priority 
consideration for registration in 
courses for which they are 
eligible, we are forced to a 
system of pre-registration. 

All students enrolling in 
Behavioral Sciences in Education 
and Teacher Education courses 
must follow the pre-registration 
procedure below.

Although the voters of 
California turned down 
Proposition 19, the measure to 
‘*decriminalize’’ marijuana, 
Ashford, CMI’s coordinator, was 
in Sacramento yesterday to 
announce that they will try 
again. 

This time, the first step is to 
introduce Proposition 19 to the 
legislature. Los Angeles 
Democratic Assemblyman Henry 
Waxman will introduce, in 
Janaury, a bill in the Assembly 
that .has essentially the same 
language as Proposition 19. 

The Waxman bill will propose 
eliminating all criminal penalties

for the possession and personal 
use of marijuana. Last session 
Waxman introduced similar 
legislation bui it was defeated in 
committee. 

Both Waxman and Ashford 
noted that Proposition 19 found 
support from 35% of the state’s 
electorate. Ashford termed this a 
2.7 million voter base, certain to 
grow. 

He also pointed out that in 
areas with high concentrations 
of young voters, the initiative 
scored voter approval of 
between 60% and 90%. Ashford 
said that the ranks of young 
voters wili continue to grow and 
that they that they are now 
looking to the legislature to have 
the “courage and leadership to 
help dispei lingering public fear 
concerning marijuana and to 
face realistically the inevitable 
\marijuanat decriminalization 
rather than prolong the agony of 
criminalization for another two 
years.” 

Assemblyman Waxmar: pointed 
out that even though there is a 
bill on the governor’s desk, AB

Sieroty, that reduces penalties 
for simple possession from a 
felony to a misdemeanor, first 
offenders will still be faced with 
arrest records, $500 fines, and 
jail sentences. Waxman said that 
even this ‘liberalization’ can have 
serious repercussions, as the 
convicted individual will still 
have a criminal record and this 
can have severe consequences in 
the pursuit of educational 
acheivement or career. “Young 
doctors, lawyers, teachers, and 
social workers — whom studies 
indicated are prevalent users of 
marijuana — list suspension of 
their license to practice their 
profession as a consequence of 
being arrested.” In addition, 
Waxman said that even six 
months: in the county jail can be 
*‘‘painful, wasteful, and 
dangerous for persons who have 
no previous contact with the 
criminal world.” 

Waxman said that by 
introducing Proposition 19 as a 
bill before the legislature it 
could have the effect of 
‘*educating Californians about 
the realities as opposed to the

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myths of marijuana.” Waxman 
outlined the realities of 
marijuana as the fact that its 
use is widespread throughout 
California and particularly by a 
generation of young people, 
including the brightest and most 
educated. 


Bob Ashford said that they are 
Now preparing to raise the funds 
to qualify the initative again for 
either the June or November 
1974 ballot. 

In the meantime, Ashford said 
he hoped Governor Ronald 
Reagan would not misread the 
recent election as a ratification 
of the present harsh felony 
penalties for marijuana use and 
hopes he will sign the Sieroty 
bill to reduce possession to a 
misdemeanor 


Waxman added, “We should 
put an end to the pointless 
harrassment of huge numbers of 
marijuana users who present no 
threat to themselves or anyone 
else and free the police and 
courts to deal more competently 
with serious narcotics and crime 
problems.” 


Governor Reagan at his pres 
conference yesterday said he had 
not decided whether or not he 
would sign the Sieroty marijuan: 
misdemeanor bill. The governo: 
maintains a policy of no 
commenting on whether or no 
he will sign a bill until he ha: 
had time to review the bill anc 
discuss it with his cabinet. 

But, Bob Ashford and the 
California Marijuana Initativ: 
will continue to roll o: 
preparing for the next phase o. 
their efforts to decriminalize 
canabis.

Each year the tuna industry 
kills from 250,000 to 500,000 
dolphins a year. This practice 
has been going on for some 10 
years. This slaughter is 
accomplished by “purse seine” 
nets which do not discriminate 
between tuna and dolphin. 

While the tuna industry was 
using the rod and reel method to 
catch tuna, they discovered that 
the yellow fin tuna tended to 
follow schools of dolphins. Since 
tuna are deep-sea feeders and 
dolphins are surface feeders, 
there is no competition for the 
same food source. 

The sailers call these dolphins 
“spotters”. The purse seine net 
was developed to exploit this 
occurrence of dolphins and tuna 
in the same vicinity. When a 
school of dolphins is spotted the 
nets are dropped and since 
dolphins are air breathing they 
smother.

approximately 60% of the tuna 
industry’s haul: they also bring a 
higher price than other species 
of tuna. This incentive has made 
the tuna industry very reluctant 
to halt their practice in order to 
save dolphins. 

Supposedly they have been 
working on a method called 
“backing up” whereby they halt 
the engines of the boat which 
make the nets rise enough for 
dolphins to escape at the 
surface. However, this practice 
takes 30 minutes and the 
dolphin can only stay 
underwater without air for 8 
minutes. 

Fred Harris and John Pryor 
recently presented an Ocean 
Mammals Protection Bill to 
Congress in order to call a 
moratorium on the slaughter of 
sea mammals. 
was included. Among these 
animals,No population studies 
have ever been taken on the 
dolphins, therfore no one knows 
in what state their existence lies. 
If the present figures of death 
continue, it seems inevitable that 
they are in danger 

The Harris-Pryor bill which 
began as an effective piece of 
legislation to help these animals, 
was completely negated by the 
powerful tuna lobbyists 
(including Ralston-Purina,

Intimidated 


Simpson's teaching experience 
began in 1972 with a creative 
film making extension course for 
UC Davis and theRegional 
Occupational Program (ROP), a 
county program designed to 





train students still in high 
school. 
The ROP class includes a 


morning and afternoon session 
with 10 17 year-olds in each 
section. Through this class 
Simpson has found that “most 
films that are made to 
communicate only put 
everybody to sleep because they 
use so little of those things that 
appeal to the human being 
emotionally.” 

He showed films that instruct 
production to his ciass and found 
that they “‘put students to sleep, 
whereas, lighting and all these 
things are tremendously 
interesting, really exciting if you 
look at them night.” 

Further, his classes currently 
contain only one female in the 
morning and three in the 
afternoon. He would like to see 
“at least a 50% ratio”, because 
he has a “feeling that people 
learn better in a normal 
situation” that is, one that 
includes both males and females. 

As to the advanced film making 
course he will teach at CSUS 
(Communication Studies 196, 
Tuesdays and Thursdays from 
7-8:30 pm) next spring, he has 
certain theories he would like to 
put forth. 

Before he can make any exact 
plans he must find out “where 
the students are in film making”. 
There will be a pre-requisite to 
the class but Simpson feels he 
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creatures have saved countless 
lives in sea disasters. The Navy 
trains them and people love to 
see them at Marineland. Please 
write your congressman and the 
Secretary of Commerce and let 
them know you want an end to 
this slaughter.

will be better able to access the 
class film experience after they 
have had a session together. 

‘‘Mainly, I’m interested in 
students finally getting to the 
point that they believe in 
themselves enough to develop 
their own ideas.” Simpson 
believes that this is not a 
problem on technique but in 
“how you believe in yourself.” 
He finds that students feel 
intimidated and don’t want “to 
put this great god of a machine 
to work on their measly idea.” 

He concluded the first step is 
arriving to the point when “you 
find out that you have ideas that 
are expressable and important 
enough to say.” 

Simpson confessed that this 
often requires a well-developed 
ego. “Obviously if you have 
something you want thousands 
to see, you must believe in it 
somewhat and must think that it 
is important enough.” 

He further believes that ‘the 
way a person’s going to learn is 
by starting out immediately 
making films.” He views his role 
as a teacher as “someone who 
guides” and explains this by 
saying that he’s “not quite sure 
you can teach people 
something.” Rather he feels that 
you should tell a student; “This 
is where it is, this is how you get 
there, but your own doing it and 
own mistakes is how to find out 
about it.” 

Although he does not believe 
that composition is “teachable” 
he will cover it in class, He also 
plans to “spend some time of 
editing because it is a complex 
and important aspect of film.”
